Camp Grayling officials are 
expressing relief that at least 
one-half of their plan on dealing 
with unexploded rounds of am- 
munition (duds) is working. 

‘No, people have not stopped 
picking up duds from the ranges 
at Camp Grayling,” stated 
Colonel J.R. Lippert, Camp 
Commander, “but at least they 
are beginning to call us and 
report any that they find. And 
that, of course, is what we are 
really striving for - not to have 
anyone hurt.” 

The Colonel was referring to 
an incident which occured on 
July 8 when a phone call from a 
property owner at Guthrie 
Lakes Estates, just west of the 
Guard’s artillery range in 
southern Otsego County, which 
alerted range personnel to an 
unexploded round in someone’s 
front yard. Explosive Ordnance 
Demolition (EOD) personnel 
were immediately sent to check 
on the report.

recoilless rifle round and

The mother of the boy living 
at the house where the round 
was found reported that he had 
taken the round from a range at 
Camp Grayling and had 
brought it home on his motor- 
bike. 

Colonel Lippert concluded by 
saying, “I am very thankful 
that this incident ended with no 
injuries. This boy could have 
easily killed himself or other 
innocent persons by taking a 
shell from a restricted, posted 
government range. I repeat 
what Camp personnel have 
heen saying for years - if an 
unexploded round is found, DO 
NOT FOUCH IT, but call Camp 
Grayling at 348-7621 for 
disposal.”

The July 7 filing deadline has 


come and gone for groups 
hoping to place property tax 
reform proposals on _ the 
November ballot, and it now 
appears that voters will have an 
opportunity to choose between 
three different plans in the fall 
election. 

One plan, drawn up by a cir- 
cle of legislators and Governor 
Milliken, was approved by the 
necessary two-thirds of both 
houses of the Legislature just 
before the summer recess, and 
will automatically appear on 
the ballot. 

Supporters of the other two 
proposals must wait until Elec- 
tios Division officials within the 
Department of State finish 
counting the number of valid 
referendum signatures before 
being assured that they have 
collected a sufficient number to 
place their favored plans before 
the voters in November. 

More than 286,000 signatures 
are needed to place the 
proposals before voters in the 
fall, and both plans...the Smith- 
Bullard proposal, and the Tisch 
plan...appear to have a_ suf- 
ficient number of signatures. 

Here's a rundown on the three 
plans: 

‘The — legislature-executive 
plan would reduce the assessed 
valuation of each owner- 
occupied home by $7,100, 
providing an average property 
tax reduction of $350 statewide. 
The sales tax would be boosted 
from 4 percent to 5.5 percent to 
miake up for the lost revenue.

Speaking before the Grayling 
Rotary Club, Congressman Bob 
Davis, of Gaylord, spcke to 
several influencing — area 
residents. Davis’s speech en- 
compassed three major areas 
of concern for local residents: 
The Failing economy, National 
Defense, and the Wild and 
Scenic Rivers Act. According to 
Davis, Michigan will continue 
to reel the effects of the auto 
lay-offs. Davis added that 
“Detroit made a mistake when 
they did not realize small cars 
were here to stay’? and as a 
result the United States has 
falten behind Japan in total car 
production. Davis went on to 
say that it might take as many 
as three years to convince the 


American public that Detroit 
cars are as well made as 
Japanese cars and other impor- 
ts. 

Speaking to another problem, 
Davis offered little hope for 
stoppage of plans to make par- 
tsof the Manistee and AuSable 
included in the Federal Wild 
and Scenic Rivers Act. Davis 
said that his office is working 
continuously in order to fight 
the proposal, 

Davis also added that 
Americans should not expect a 
balanced budget next year, as 
the rise in inflation, growing 
unemployment lines, and the 
rise in food stamp recipients 
has caused the budget to fall in- 
to the red, and may drop as far 


as 15-30 billion in the debit 
column by the end of the year. 

The Congressman also poin- 
ted out that the United States 
will greatly increase defense 
spending in coming years to, as 
Davis put it, “play catch up 
with the Russians.” 


Although much of the tone of 
Representative Davis’ speech 
was not of an upbeat nature, he 
did hold out a great deal of op- 
timism for northern Michigan 
in 1980's. Citing a shifting 
population and an expanded 
tourist industry, Davis pre- 
dicted a boom for Northern 
Michigan and was positive in 
his belief that the area would 
soon experience prosperity.

This past year } have taken up 
with Mike Wieland, a local 
teacher, on several riverboat 
trips, Mike has guided the river 
for over a decade and to be with 
him on the river is a unique ex- 
perience.

He knows every riffle and 
every log jar, He will put the 
boat where the fish are and will 
teli you what you have to do to 
catch a specific fish out of a 
specific pocket.

If the con- j 


ditions aren’t right, then he’ll 
tell you stories, I once fished the 
flat water below McMaster’s 
Bridge. Things were a little 
more than dead, but Mike’s con- 
stant river stories provided 
more than enough interest to 
take my mind off the poor 
fishing. 

Occasionally we meet people 
like Mike Wieland. To me he isa 
fisherman’s fisherman. He 
lacks the pretense of many 
trout fishermen. He will tie flies 
on the river which many self- 
proclaimed insect experts 
would bet would either club the 
fish to death or make them die 
laughing. But, they work. I have 
seen Mike put a fly where any 
sane fisherman would tell you 
the chances of getting a snag 
are 100% and come out with a 
fish. Yet, a great deal of the 
man’s presence on the river 
comes not from his ability to 
catch fish, but from the way he 
understands the water he floats. 

Fishing with Mike Wieland 
encompasses much more than 
the actual act of using a fly rad, 
or guiding a boat. Each time I 
float with him I pick up a little 
more. Each time I get a little 
closer to knowing the river.

Chicago has returned to normal, which, 
in Chicago, is a state of political con- 
troversy, confusion and can- 
tankerousness (or cantankerosity, if you 
prefer). 

For the past several years, Chicago has 

been rather quiet on the political front, 
owing to the handling of city affairs by 
the late Mayor Richard Daley. 
. Oh, there were times, even under Daley, 
when Chicago reverted to its legendary 
and more normal state of unrest and up- 
set--such as when Daley delivered the 
presidential vote of Chicago to John Ken- 
nedy in 1960 under questionable circum- 
stances, with the Chicago vote being 
crucial to Kennedy’s thin victory margin. 
Daley—and Chicago—came through. 

But other than a few times, Daley rana 
rather quiet ship as head of city-state, 

Now, however, the lid is off again. With 
someone else in the mayor’s chair, 
Chicago is reverting. Michael Bilandic, 
Daley’s successor, was relatively quiet — 
except for the snowstorms which 
paralyzed the city one whole winter (it 
seems) and cost Bilandic his job. 

Mayor at the present time is the Hon. 
ss Jane Byrne, who has managed to keep 
a things in Chicago in turmoil. The oath of 
office may turn out to be the highlight of 
a her mayoral career; it’s been down hill 
{ ‘ since, 

Mayor Byrne has been fighting with 
just about everyone. She seemed to en- 
dorse President Jimmy Carter, then 


' 4 really endorsed Sen, Kennedy, and then 
is e failed to deliver the votes. She appointed 
; her husband as her press secretary, which 
i raised some eyebrows. She crosses swor- 
‘ ds with city employee unions, which 
is sometimes is necessary, but certainly 
if doesn’t build many bridges with City 
if Hall. And so it has gone for Mayor Byrne.

q to talk to the newspaper or to give its 


i reporters access to city government 
y records. 

The Tribune, it seems, wrote a story 
1 about a suppressed city report dealing 
with the transition between former 
r Mayor Bilandic and incoming Mayor 
i Byrne. The report was highly critical of 
many city departments, and urged many

specific firings. Mayor Byrne was furious 
when the Tribune went into print with 
details from the report, which was made 
available to the Tribune (and some other 
media) only by court action. 

For its part, the Tribune was outraged 

‘by Mayor Byrne’s outrage, and her ouster 
and clam-up actions. So was the 
Tribune’s main competitor, the Chicago: 
Sun-Times, and the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union and other individuals and or- 
ganizations. 

The ACLU claimed the Mayor’s actions 
violated the First Amendment guarantee 
of freedom of the press — a claim which |, 
for one tend to think is a. bit overstated, 
Banning a newspaper from City Hall 
pressroom, and telling city officials not to 
talk to reporters, may be stupid and vin- 
dictive, but I don’t think such actions are 
unconstitutional, 

The mayor said her ire came not only: 
from the suppressed report, but also from 
past Tribune stories. She accused the 
Tribune of engaging in “‘innuendoes, lies, 
smears, character assassinations and 
male chauvinistic tactics.”’ 


Mayor Byrne is most likely a bit sub- 
jective in her analysis of the Tribune’s ef- 
forts to inform the citizens of Chicago 
about what goes on at City Hall. If she 
honestly believes the Tribune has such an 
anti-Byrne campaign underway, some 
sort of reaction by her is understandable, 
and making it somewhat difficult for the 
offending newspaper to do its job is 
logical recrimination. 

After all, what politician should be sub- 
jected to sit still for innuendoes, lies, 
smears, and character assassinations? 
Although they’re neither illegal nor un- 
constitutional — nor is male chauvinism, 
either, for that matter — they do create 
political problems. 

Subsequently, Mayor Byrne relented a 
bit, and restored the Trib’s use of the 
pressroom, which may regulate the whole 
affair to the status of tempest in a teapot. 

However, it does serve to remind the 
nation that Chicago is back to normal — a 
So toddling town, especially at City 

all. . 

Mayor Byrne may have learned the 
wisdom of that old political adage, which 
public officials ignore only at their peril; 
to wit: Never pick a fight with a guy who 
buys ink by the barrel.
